Japanese bom bers bum ped load 
after load on th e aren and in rapid 
succession landed three direct hits 
on S h an g h ai’s n o rth station which 
is now a badly b attered ruin. 
As the b itter d a y s fighting for 
the environs of S h an g h ai ended in 
ap p aren t stalem ate. Japanese war 
planes tu rn ed th eir bom bardm ent 
at sunset to th e Pooping Industrial 
area across

W hangpoo river 
from the S h an g h ai bund while the 
flames from th e big cotton w are­ 
houses they h ad just fired in th e 
Chapei sector licked skyward. 
Foreign observers were inclined 
to credit th e Jap an ese claim s ol 
m astery of th e air. 
For som e tim e 
only one C hinese plane has been 
observed in th e S hanghai area and 
there have been only occasional re ­ 
ports of aerial com bat elsewhere. 
Chinese spokesm an have not m ade 
any claim s of aerial activity now 
fir m ore th a n a week. 
Foreign 
m ilitary 
experts 
estim ate

C hina’s fighting planes num bered 
only 200 a t th e beginning of th e 
war. 
In the hotly-contested land b a t­ 
tle for the C hapei and n o rth statio n 
on the n o rth ern fringes of th e in te r­ 
national settlem ent, however, the 
Japanese ad m itted they were balked 
by the C hinese resistance. 
On the w estern flank of the b a t­ 
tlefront w hich ru n s from Chapel for 
25 m iles to the northw est, however. 
the Japanese were slowly advancing 
along the L otien-K ating highway 
and h ad pressed forw ard two of 
the seven 
m iles to R atin g from 
Lotien. 


D espite th e a p p a re n t Jap an ese 
m astery of th e air. th eir bombing 
planes still suffered from Chinese 
a n ti-a irc ra ft 
defense.

T heir raids are 
generally confirm ed by th e Chinese 
who m inim ize th e dam age, claim ­ 
ing m uch of it has been done to 
im itation planes placed on all a ir­ 
fields as lures to cause the J a p a ­ 
nese bom bers to waste th eir am m u ­ 
nition.

coal smoke of cities is a w eight re ­ 
ducer, an ally of pneum onia and 
bronchitis and a cause of fibrosis 
in the lungs. 
This medical report, one of the 
first in a cam paign recently sta rte d 
by physicians to learn the h ealth 
effects of smoke, was published in
